2003 concerning an integrated online sales system persuasive as applied to 
independent claim 1 . The combinations of prior art from Takahashi (U.S. Patent No. 
6,529,918), Park (U.S. Patent No. 6,058,375), Ciarlante et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,532,488), Stern (U.S. patent No. 6,366,914), Tavor et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,070,149), 
Bieganski et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,334,127), and Suzuki (U.S. Patent No. 6,313,745) 
neither render obvious nor anticipates the combination of recited elements in light of 
claim 1. In particular, the combination of Takahashi, Park, Ciarlante, Stern, Tavor, 
Bieganski, and Suzuki does not render obvious the phrase "a recommendation system 
for analyzing said customer and sales transaction data for predicting the preferences of 
individual customers and making specific real-time recommendations during a shopping 
session." 

2. The Examiner finds Applicants' arguments on pages 3-6 of the "Amendment" 
filed 26 June 2003 concerning an integrated online sales system for performing online 
transactions persuasive as applied to independent claim 6. The combinations of prior art 
from Takahashi (U.S. Patent No. 6,529,918), Park (U.S. Patent No. 6,058,375), 
Ciarlante et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,532,488), Stern (U.S. patent No. 6,366,914), Tavor et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,070,149), Bieganski etal. (U.S. Patent No. 6,334,127), Suzuki 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,313,745), and Peyer (U.S. Patent No. 6,188,401) neither render . 
obvious nor anticipates the combination of recited elements in light of claim 6. In

particular, the combination of Takahashi, Park, Ciarlante, Stern, Tavor, Bieganski, 
Suzuki, and Peyer does not render obvious the phrase "installing a recommendation 
application for analyzing said customer profile data and said sales transaction data to 
predicting the preferences of individual customers and for making specific real-time 
recommendation to customers during a shopping session."
